GRAND HAVEN, MIcH., Sept. 16.— 

The propeller Lronsides, of the I:n- 

glemann line, connecting with the 

Detroit and Milwaukee Railway, and 

one of the largest steamers on the 

lakes, foundered, and sunk, seven 
miles offihis port, at noon to-day. 

Her signal of distress was hoisted at 

9 a.m., but so terrible was the sea 
and heavy the wind no assistance 
could reach her. She labored in 
rough sea frona about 8:30 a. m., un- 
tilthe timeshe sank. The passen- 
gers and crew prepared boats to leave 
her at about 10:30. o’elock and the 
last boat left at 11:50 o’clock.— 
When the last boat had got 
about a quarter of a mile from shore 
she went down. ‘There were five 
boats filled with the crew and _ pas- 
sengers. One boat containing five 
men and four women capsized and 
only oneman of the party reached 
the shore. Four boats have reached 
the shore up to this time. One boat 
containing Captain Sweetman and 
wife and five passengers has not been 
heard from. It is feared they are 
among the lost. ‘Thirty-two passen- 
gers are known to have been saved 
and fourteen ies recovered. No

The Recent Destructive Fire in Hae 

&c., &c. 
NEW YorK, Sept. 16.—A Havana 
letter giving the particulars of the 

late conflagration there, says: The 
Tacon market or Plazo del Vapor, as 
it was popularly Known, was an ex- 
tensive building of masonry, form- 
ing a square about six hundred feet 
front on each side and two stories 
high, and was built for the general 
purposes of a market. The quad- 
rangle or immense court of this vast 
space was filled with numbers of 
booths, wooden sheds and other 
buildings oceupied by hueksters and 
butchers, while the lower fleors of 
four sides of the building comprised 
a variety of shops and stores of all 
descriptions, and in the upper stories 
lived families of those who had their 
business and callings in the shops 
and stands of the Plaza. Here were 
to be found goods of every kind of 
mianufacture. 

The actual loss of life is not known 
thus far. It is variously estimated 
from forty to fifty. The loss of pro- 
perty has been variously estimated, 
the lowest putting it at three and the 
highest at eight millions.

CHICAGO, Sept. 16.—Special_ dis-

gan, give the following account of 
the foundering of the propeller Tron- 
sides off that port. N. B. Watkins, 
clerk of the boat, says: ‘We left Mil- 
waukee at 9:40 o’ clock we night 
with ninetecn passengers and a crew 
of thirty men, and were due in Grand 
Haven between 5 and 6 o’clock Mon- 
day morning. The cargo consisted 
of 13,000 bushels of wheat and 500 
barrels flour, 125 barrels pork and 
soine miseecllaneous articles. This 
was a very large cargo, since the boat 
could only carry 1,100 tons. A mod- 
erate breeze was blowing from the 
south-west, which constantly in- 
creased until it became a terrifiegale 
before day. I did not get up. before 
9 o'clock, when the boat was rolling 
fearfully. I went immediately be- 
low ana found the men working at 
the pumps. The water had already 
put out the fires of the engines ren- 
dering them useless. I then went to 
the oftice and got the passengers’ reg- 
ister, the money and manifests and 
went on the hurricane deck, where I 
found Capt. Sweetman getting the 
fore sail in. He was perfectly self- 
possessed, and the men obeyed his 
orders promptly. Wewere thenabout 
three miles from shore. <A signal of 
distress had been raised at 9:30, and 
about 10 o’clock the passengers 
all put on life preservers for it was 
evident that the vessel must godown. 
At 11:20 the Captain ordered the 
boats to be manned, In the first allthe

Shotwell’s Case. 

The Wilmington Post, which be- 
longs to the better class of Republi- 
can journals, took us to task a few 
days ago in a lengthy article in reply 
to our editorial on ‘A Brave Man 
and True,” in which we commented 
on the refusal of SHOTWELL to accept 
a pardon from the President with 
degrading conditions. We have 
nothing to retract or qualify in our 
editorial, notwithstanding the fact 
the Post is “astonished at the NEws.”’ 

Before the paper containing the ar- 
ticle which so excited the Post had 
reached many of its readers, Captair 
SHOTWELL made his appearance in 
this city, fresh from the Albany Pen- 
itentiary, and from the statements 
made by hisown lips, we are able to 
answer the following article, which 
we find in the last issue of the Wil- 
mington Post: 

R. A. SHOTWELL.—We are informed 
by the RALEIGH News that Mr. R. 
A. Shotwell was “‘released uncondi- 
tionally,’ and has returned to his 
home. We would ask the NEws to 


please tell us President Grant’s pro- 
ition to Shotwell, that he refused. 


he peo le are desirous to know of 
the resident’s anxiety, and his back- 


down before Mr. Shotwell’s indig- 
nant refusal. It will be a charming 
addition to 4 history of the times— 
if it happened. 

The a of kukluxing are passed 
in North Carolina, we hope, and we 
are perfectly satisfied to have this 
young man man released ; but we do 
not siestes the glorification some of 
our cotemporaries bestow upon mem- 
bers of the klan. Itseems to us to 
be uncalled for, and calculated to do 


harm. 

Soon after Shotwell’s imprisonment, 
he was approached by Government 
officials, who promised him if he 
would make a confession of the Ku 
Klux operations in his section of the 
State, with the full particulars of the 
raids, and the names of all the 
parties who took part in them 
or who belonged to the Klan, 
that he would. be pardoned by 
the President. ‘He declined in 
the most emphatic manner to make 
any revelations that would criminate 
any one but himself. During his 
confinement at Albany, he assures 
us he ‘was approached not less 
than six times by persons in authori- 
ty offering to procure his release 
upon the above or similar terms, and 
he invariably declined. 

During the Presidential campaign 
of last year, the New Herald 
in its editorial columns charged that: 

“RICHARD A. SHOTWELL, one of 
the leadersof the Ku Klux Klan in 
North Carolina and now confined in 
the Albany Penitentiary, 
to a prominent member of Congress 
that if the President would pardon 
him he would cheerfully take the 
stump, and labor for the success of the 
Republican candidates and  de- 
nounce the Ku Klux organization. 
Finding that he was disposed to 
plead for pardon it was proposed to 
ask if he would ve evidence 
against the principal leaders, such as 
RANSOM, VANCE and MERRIMON. 
This SHOTWELL declined with a defi- 
ent air, and said he would die rather 
than betray anybody. Application 
for his pa on was therefore refused. 
When GERRITT SMITH visited SHor- 
WELL two months ago he found him 
defiant and unwilling to accept a par- 
don on any condition.’’ 

The above paragraph from the Her- 
ald was copied in some of the State 
papers and was cut out and sent in a 
letter to SHOTWELL, who was not al- 
lowed to read any papers. SHoT- 
WELL was greatly mortified at the 
statement in the Herald, and imme- 
diately wrote a letter to the Editor of 
the Charlotte Observer, contradicting 
what he termed the calumny, in the 
most indignant manner. His letter 
was published in the Observer and 

copied in full by the RALEIGH NEws, 
on October the 2th, 1872. Snor- 
WELL’s letter was dated, Albany Pen- 
itentiary, October the 14th, 1872. In 
that letter he says, in reference to the 
Herald's article: 

“‘T presume I am the person al- 
luded to in the above, although the 
writer, having set out to fabricate a 
falsehood, has not thought it worth 
while to give even the name correct- 
ly. The entire statement is without 

oundation. I scorn to refute the im- 
putation of having offered to barter 
my principles for a pardon; but for 
the sake of my friends, I will merely 
say that I have never applied for 
pardon nor made any proposition to 
a prominent member of Con or 
any one else. Having been illegally 
arrested, falsely accused, unfairly 
tried, and unjustly sentenced to the 
full severity of an unconstitutional 
law, I have long hoped and shall 
continue to hope that future devel- 
opments and the subsidence of bitter 
passions would lead to the restoration 
of my liberty as an act of justice 
rather than one of Executive clem- 
ency.’’ 

These are the sentiments uttered 
eleven months ago from his prison 
home, and are the very same that 
RANDOLPH A. SHOTWELL enter- 
tains to-day—now that he has been 
set free. Not being allowed to read 
the papers at Albany,he did not know 
until hesaw the files of the DAILy 
News, that his letter had been copied 
by the State press, and he was truly 
gratified and delighted to know that 
it had been generally done. 

He never made any application for 
pardon—he was not aware that any 
eflort was being made by any one to 
procure his release. Having declined 
all overtures which compromised his 
honor, he expected to serve out the 
full term of his imprisonment until 

the following was handed him a few 
days ago—upon the reception of 
which he was as greatly surprised as 
gratified : | 


8 GRANT, President of 
the United States of America. 
To all to whom these Presents shail 
WuHeErREAs, On the 
September, 1871, in the United States 
Circuit Court for the District of North 
Carolina, Randolph A. Shotwell was 
convicted of conspiracy, and was sen- 
tenced to be imprisoned for six years 
and to pay a fine of five thousand 
dollars— 
And whereas many citizens of | 
North Carolina have petitioned for 
his pardon, 
And whereas he has now been im- 
prisoned nearly two years ; 
Now, therefore, be it known that I, 
Ulysses S. Grant, President of the 
United States of America, in consid- 
eration of the premises, divers other 
good and sufficient reasons me there- 
unto moving, do hereby grant to the 
said Randolph A. Shotwell,a fulland 
unconditional pardon, In testimony 
whereof I have hereunto signed my 
name and caused the seal of the Uni- 
ted States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington 
this ninth day of August, A. D. 187%, 
and of the Independence of the 
United States, the Ninety-eighth. 

By the President : 

U. 8S. GRANT. 


J.C. BANCROFT DAVIS 
Acting See’ty of State.” 


The above pardon is unconditional 
and unsolicited.. 

To-morrow we will give some ex- 
tracts from our State exchanges on 
the release of SHOTWELL from the 


Albany Penitentiary. 
That SHOTWELL has erred, we ac- 
knowledge. That he has violated 


the laws of his country, may be true. 
Although erring, he has exhibited 
a manly fortitude under the most 
trying circumstances, which exeites 
our admiration. 

We do not hold him up as the Post 
thinks, for imitation or as an exam- 
ple for the youth of Carolina. But 
we do say that after he was tried, 
convicted and imprisoned, he ex- 
hibited a moral courage and a high 
sense of honor under an ordeal of 
the most painful character. While 
we do not seek to palliate his Ku 
Klux offenses, yet we believe that 
they were greatly exaggerated on the 
trial, and that he was convicted by 
perjured testimony. 


THE reports from Spain are con- 
flicting. If the first rumors be true, 
then the Carlists do not seem to be 
intimidated by the vigorous policy an- 
nounced by the CASTELAR ministry. 
They claim to have just gained a vic- 
tory over the Republican General 
LomA, and are said to be investing 
Tolsea. Private dispatches to Mad- 
rid deny that the Carlists were victo- 
rious. 
When CASTELAR gets his six hun- 
dred thousand soldiers in the field, 
he will commeice offensive opera- 
tions. In the meantime, the Carlists 
are making admirable use of the in- 
terval. 


SENDING money by telegraph is 
a modern method of affording 
prompt pecuniary relief in cases of 
emergency, When the mails and ex- 
press lines are not fast enough. In 
this way, contributions were trans- 
mitted from Washington City to the 
sufferers at Shreveport, Louisiana, 
in a few moments, which would not 
have otherwise reached them in sev- 
eral days. By an arrangement with 
the telegraph companies, the money 
was paid in at the station of delivery 
to the credit of the sick at Shreve- 
port, andinstantly drawn for the use 
of the sufferers. 


THE Kentucky Ku Klux outrages 
turn out to have been committed by 
common thieves and marauders, and 
have no political significance what- 
ever. 

In Owen county, a colored man by 
the name of WHITESTONE was mur- 
dered, and this crime was charged to | 
the Ku Klux. But it is now alleged 
that all the persons who participated 
in this outrage .are ex-members of 
the Federal army. 

An investsgation will elicit the 
truth, and the law should make the 
offenders, no matier who they are, 
answer for their crimes. 


MEMPHIS has barely recovered 
from the ravages of the Cholera he- 
fore it is smitten with even a more 
dreadful pestilence—the Yellow Fe- 
ver. The disease, which first appear- 
ed in the northwestern part of the 
city, is rapidly extending to other 
points.
